13. Other: Applicant's arguments with regard to 103 rejections have been considered but are not persuasive. The limitation "coded 
data fisl printed as a collection of tags 4" is not positively claimed. The limtation "coded data" has been given the broadest possible 
interpretation to include codes normally used in the field of banking and Finance. Although the claims are interpreted in light of the 
specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns. 988 F.2d 1181. 26 USPQ2d 1057 
(Fed. Cir. 1993). Hence the rejections are maintained . 
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
